WASHINGTON, Oclober 10.—Senators of 


all shades of opinion now agree that the 
night session is the experiment neces- 
sary to bring the senate to an agreement 
on the financial question. Opinions dif- 
fer much as to the probable length of a 
continuous session and as to what result 
it will lead to. The silver men are count- 
ing upon Us continuing for forty-eight 
hours, and are making plans according- 
ly. They will make an effort at 0 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon to secure an ad- 
journment, but do not expect to succeed.

Tho mndTisiibleness of disturbing the 


balance of nature in tho relationship of 
-wild animals is well illustrated by what 
Is passing in Sim Bernardino county, Cal. 
A stato bounty of •?! was placed on coy- 
otes, and this prowler of tho foothills 
ami plains was then worth powder and 
shot. So coyote scalps were collected to 
such an extent in San Bernardino county 
and elsewhere thnt tho jackass rabbit 
had tho restraints upon his existence 
very much Blackened and increased iu 
great numbers. It is hardly doubtful 
that thousands of rabbits aro worse dep- 
redators upon tho farmer's thrift than 
scores of coyotes, which do not trouble 
ibe crops, but only seize a few lambs or 
sheep when they get Uio chance. San 
Bernardino is now BO pestered with rab- 
bits that tho supervisors have passed an 
ordinance voting 20 cents per pair of 
ears for their slaughter. There is money 
in this, too. nnd it will bo well if the 
county treasary is not bankrupted.—Ex- 
change.

It is argued by 
them in substance that such a course 
would prove a hardship on the more ro- 
spcctuble places by throwing the trade 
into tho channels of the dives and drug 
stores on Sundays; that some of them 
arc not now more than making expenses 
and that such action would compel a 
suspension of bus! ness on their part to 
the detriment of other business and the 
public in general, inasmuch as 
the 


amounts paid out for license, rents and 
barkeepers contributes to tho prosperity 
of the community; tliat there would be 
more drunkness and furthermore that 
such action on tlie part of the board 
would bo discriminating in favor of a 
class, etc. 
I submit that this is not a question of 


dollars and cents merely, or of individ- 
ual business transaction, but of greater 
scope and importance as affecting the 
nublic at large— a question to be con- 
sidered with reference to the moral and 
social interest of the community first, 
and individual interest secondly. 
In 


this connection I desire to direct atten- 
tion to the fact that it is a fundamental 
principle of the common law, founded 
on natural rights, that individuals as 
part of a community must of necessity 
surrender a part of their personal rights 
or privileges, that otherwise attach to 
tho uncivilized, for the benefit of the 
public and in consideration of the pro- 
tection they derive through such com- 
pact, and that no man has a right to 
act in a manner, or pursue an occupa- 
tion that is detrimental to his neighbor 
or the public welfare. 


Assuming that our position is not sus- 


ceptible of dispute I will proceed first to 
answer the plea and some- of tho state- 
ments made by our saloon friends and 
secondly endeavor to point out eonic of 
tlie evil effects of the liquor traflic on 
the public at large. I have over been ;i 
ereut stickler for personal liberty anil 
the least possible abridgement by the 
law-making power of the personal priv- 
ilege of the citizen, and 1 wish it dis- 
tinctly understood that 1 am discussing 
this question not from a church or pro 
hilntion fiUuidnoint at this time, ''"' 
from one of purely public policy.
